The business must include the following
statement on every invoice submitted to the Commonwealth: “(name of business) is a qualified small business concern as

30 days after the later of the receipt of a proper invoice or receipt of goods or services.

A 15-day grace period after the required payment date is provided to the Commonwealth by the Act.
